WAR HEROES 

Chance to name 
streets in tribute 
to fallen soldiers

TOWNS and villages across North 
Oxfordshire are invited to sug¬ 
gest names for newly-built streets 
in memory of those who died in 
armed conflicts. 

As part of the centenary of the First 
World War, parishes are being offered 
the chance to commemorate local peo¬ 
ple who have made the ultimate sacri¬ 
fice. 

It follows a motion passed unani¬ 
mously by Cherwell District Council 
proposed by Banbury councillor Kieron 
Mallon, formerly of the Irish Guards. 

Mr Mallon, the current president of 
Banbury’s Royal British Legion, said: 
“As we head towards the centenary of 
the end of the First World War I ask this 
council to help parishes to commemo¬ 
rate those who did not return, and the 
families they left behind. 

“We have a period of unprecedented 
housing growth and names will have to 
be found for hundreds of new streets. 

“I hope we can offer those towns and 
villages the option of naming new 
streets after the fallen of the First World 
War and indeed other conflicts since.” 

The motion, which was seconded by 
Bicester councillor Dan Sames, states 
that Cherwell has committed to honour 
those from North Oxfordshire who died 
in the war. 

It adds that the council will Took fa¬ 
vourably’ on requests to name roads 
and streets in new developments after 
those who died or are recorded on local 
war memorials. 

Mr Mallon added: “Those who have 
the names and have done the research 
and wish to record their gratitude will 
be helped by Cherwell during the plan¬ 
ning process. 

“Some parishes struggle to find suit¬ 
able names for new roads and estates; 
this will be an option for them to con¬ 
sider. 

“Perhaps it will also enable those par¬ 
ishes to research and update their re¬ 
cords for posterity.”

A MAN was arrested after chaining 
himself to the offices of Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council in a dramatic demonstra¬ 
tion on Monday morning. 

Police and crews from Oxfordshire 
Fire and Rescue were called to the 
scene at Bodicote House, just south of 
Banbury. 

The man, thought to be a Banbury 
resident, had reportedly chained him¬ 
self to a security gate and was blaring 
a loud alarm from a sound system. 

Shortly after the man arrived, passer¬ 
by Wayne Steel said: “They’ve shut the 
building down. Everyone is just trying 
to stay away 

“Apparently he’s opposing some plan¬ 
ning decision; he’s got a really thick 


chain and has chained himself around 
the bars. 

“The PA system is really loud, like an 
air raid [siren].” 

Unconfirmed reports also stated the 
‘aggressive’ man had brought a quan¬ 
tity of petrol, lighter fluid and gas can- 
nisters with him. 

At about midday officers wearing 
boiler suits, helmets and ear defenders 
were spotted on the scene, equipped 
with an angle grinder. 

The man was escorted from the build¬ 
ing shortly afterwards. 

Thames Valley Police spokeswoman 
Jessica Rodgerson said: “Police offic¬ 
ers were called to a fear for welfare in¬ 
cident involving a man in the Cherwell 
District Council Building, White Post 
Road, Bodicote, at around 9.39am. 

“Fire and ambulance services were 
also in attendance. 

“Subsequently, a man was arrested at 


the scene on suspicion of aggravated 
trespass and he is currently in custody.” 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue spokes¬ 
man Martin Crabtree added that the 
fire service had received a call at 9.58am 
and the incident was ‘being led by po¬ 
lice’. 

It is not the first time Oxfordshire 
council offices have been targeted. 

In June 2015 a man was sectioned un¬ 
der the Mental Health Act after setting 
fire to a number of buildings in South 
Oxfordshire including the offices of 
South Oxfordshire District Council, de¬ 
stroying several departments. 

Andrew Main, then 47, had pleaded 
guilty to four counts of arson reckless 
to endanger life following the series of 
overnight fires that January. 

Gas canisters were found at all three 
fire sites as well as at Main’s home. 

No-one at Cherwell District Council 
was available for comment.

A NEW shredder gifted to volunteers by 
the owners of Castle Quay Shopping 
Centre is making light work of canalside 
undergrowth.

paedic Centre and the money taken 
from paying patients goes back into 
services at the hospitals. 

Usually visitors would have to pay 
£1.40 for an hour or up to £7 for more 
than four hours. 

With about 200 parking spaces 
across the six car parks at the Hor¬ 
ton, the trust could be losing about 
£1,365 every day or £9,555 for every 
week the machines have been out of 
action. 

And it is expected that the free 
parking signs and machine covers 
will be up for a further 10 days. 

Kaelum Neville, a spokesman for 
the trust, said: “Following the intro¬ 
duction of the new £1 coin, the trust 
has gone through a process of up¬ 
grading its parking machines to en¬ 
sure a smooth transition for patients 
who travel to our hospitals by car. 

“Unfortunately, we have been un¬ 
able to complete this process at the 
Horton General Hospital in the time 
frame we had originally hoped. 

“Therefore, since mid-June, we 
have temporarily suspended the 
parking charges at the hospital to en¬ 
sure there is no inconvenience to our 
patients. 

“We aim to have the issue resolved 
in the very near future.” 

Keep the Horton General campaign 
leader Keith Strangwood said hav¬ 
ing the parking machines remaining 
out-of-action was great news for the 
paying public but not for the trust’s 
budget. 

He added: “They are not on their 
own, it is happening all over the 
place. 

“But it does make me wonder if it is 
part of their overall plan to turn the 
site into a new development. 

“If they are not investing to up¬ 
grade the machines, it makes me 
think they want to develop on the 
site. 

“It would not surprise me if they 
are delaying on purpose, to see what 
happens on August 10.” 

Next month Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) will 
make a final decision on the first 
phase of plans to change the county’s 
NHS as a way of streamlining ser¬ 
vices to address a growing financial 
shortfall of £134m and the needs of 
an ageing population. 

In the first phase, the CCG pro¬ 
poses to continue to downgrade the 
maternity services at the Horton to 
midwife-led status.

School’s fun on community farm 


YOUNGSTERS at Cropredy Primary 
School have taken part in a 
pioneering project to learn about 
where their food comes from. 

The Banbury school in Station 
Road has been working alongside 
a neighbouring landowner and a 
firm to create a thriving new 
community farm. 

Teacher and Key Stage Two 
leader Mike Wakeford, who was 
involved in organic growing 
before becoming a teacher, has 
spearheaded the project. 

He said: "The benefits of 
outdoor learning are very 
powerful and I wanted to see how 
we could adapt the idea into a 
primary school setting. Although 
the school had a small allotment, I 
had a bigger vision of a project 
where both local people and 


pupils could share ideas." 

The school was offered a 
neighbouring patch of land by a 
resident whose daughter is a pupil 
at the school, along with donated 
seedlings and plants. 

Banbury firm Grundon Waste 
Management also donated £4,000 
from the Landfill Communities 
Fund to pay for the construction of 
polytunnels and schools. 

Children are using the 
polytunnels to start sowing seeds 
earlier and protect vulnerable 
crops, with raised beds installed to 
make it easier for them to work. 

Mr Wakeford added: "It has 
made a massive difference to our 
ability to grow things and it's 
helped us diversify the type of 
crops we can grow." 

A team of regular volunteers 


from the local area also helps out, 
while planting days and apple 
pressing days have been popular. 

Grant funding was applied for by 
the school through environmental 
charity Trust for Oxfordshire's 
Environment (TOE2). 

Director Fiona Danks said: "The 
farm is a very good example of an 
environmental and educational 
project that benefits children and 
people of all ages. We were happy 
to support its application for the 
grant and look forward to hearing 
all about the farm as it continues 
to grow in the future." 

Ongoing funds to keep the farm 
project running include selling 
produce and selling breakfasts 
from the school playground to 
Cropredy Fairport Convention 
Festival campers in August. 
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Change of heart 
overseeing GP 

WITH health services on the brink of change, 
a county-wide survey has revealed changing 
attitudes from patients when it comes to 
seeing a doctor. 

Mounting pressures, lack of funds and 
increasing workloads has forced a re-think of 
the way primary care and GP services are 
provided across the county. 

Now in its most recent survey, Healthwatch 
Oxfordshire has discovered that 72 per cent 
of patients would be happy to see an 
alternative medical professional other than 
their GP. 

In its 'People's Experiences of Using GP 
Services in Oxfordshire' report, the watchdog 
also found that 39 per cent of patients had 
contacted a pharmacist before seeing a GPfor 
medical advice. 

Reasons cited for not seeking help from 
either a nurse practitioner, pharmacist or 
physiotherapist was because patients needed 
management of long-term conditions or the 
inability of a nurse to be able to prescribe 
medicine. 

Director at Healthwatch Eddie Duller said: 
"There is a change of heart from the public in 
that they recognise that GPs are stretched 
and under pressure, like most people at work 
in today's world. 

"Some are open to new ways of seeing the 
doctor, or at least getting some form of advice 
and treatment from practice nurses and the 
neighbourhood chemist." 

The survey, completed by more than 400 
patients across the county, show more people 
are waiting at least four weeks for an 
appointment than in 2014. 

Mr Duller added: "That's just as well 
because medical help closest to home could 
change out of all recognition in the next five 
years because of a reorganisation being 
powered through by the Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), which pays for 
GP and related services."

AN INSPIRATIONAL wom¬ 
an wants to share her tips 
and tricks on how you can 
still live life to the full with 
dementia. 

Jacqui Peedell, who lives in 
Hanwell near Banbury, was di¬ 
agnosed several years ago with 
vascular dementia. 

Now the 54-year-old mosaic 
artist wants to let others know 
that having dementia does not 
mean that you cannot still enjoy 
your life. 

She teamed up with her for¬ 
mer support worker Jo Davies, 
who lives near Chipping Nor¬ 
ton, and over eight months the

pair penned a book To Forget 
with Grace. 

Mrs Davies said: “Jacqui’s phi¬ 
losophy is just wonderful and so 
inspirational. Sometimes when 
people hear the words dementia 
they think that is it. 

“But Jacqui is living proof that 
life still goes on and you can still 
find pleasure and happiness in 
life while living with dementia. 

“Her story is vibrant and she 
is brave and what I admire is her 
never-failing pragmatism in the 
face of life’s ups and downs.” 

The book, which sells for £12 
on Amazon, is a re-telling of Ms 
Peedell’s story as a series of illus¬ 
trated poems. 

Dementia is considered ‘young 
onset’ when it affects people un¬ 
der 65 years of age. 

Mrs Davies, who has been a sup¬ 
port worker for Young Dementia 
UK for 13 years, added: “I remem¬ 
ber it was quite a long process for 
the both of us. 

“As I was at work during the 
day I would go to Jacqui’s house 
in the evenings and she would 
give me a list of topics she would 
want to cover. 


“She has such an eloquent way 
to describe her thoughts and feel¬ 
ings that I would write it all down 
and then go home and cherry 
pick the best things she said. 

“Then I would go back the next 
evening and triple check with 
her, that what I had chosen was 
what she wanted - that was really 
important to me that she had the 
final say.” 

The 52-year-old said that in the 
book Ms Peedell would explain 
ways she would remember to take 
her pills or drive a particular 
route. 

She added: “There is one bit in 
the book where Jacqui explains 
filling up a glass of squash. 

“She’ll drink the first third with 
her breakfast pills and then leave 
the glass on the side. 

“Then at lunchtime she will see 
the glass two-thirds full and re¬ 
member that she has to take her 
second pill. 

“By the evening she’ll have one 
third left and knows that she 
needs to take her last pill before 
bed.”

999 centre ‘putting lives at risk’

A FORMER 999 call handler 
has urged people to stop mak¬ 
ing trivial calls after witnessing 
first-hand how they left the am¬ 
bulance service struggling to 
cope with demand. 

Karen Frederick thought she had 
landed her ‘dream job’ when she be¬ 
came a call handler at the Bicester 
hub for South Central Ambulance 
Service (SCAS) in 2015. 

The 48-year-old, who lives in the 
town, was passionate about helping 
others and had previously worked 
as an emergency medical techni¬ 
cian. 

But as the ‘pressure cooker situa¬ 
tion’ boiled over she would answer 
hundreds of calls a day and have to 
apologise to patients waiting hours 
for an ambulance. 

She eventually left the job in May. 

Some of the calls were from peo¬ 
ple asking for help with trivial is¬ 
sues such as removing contact lens¬ 
es and tampons. 

She said: “It is not uncommon on a 
shift for people to be waiting several 
hours for an ambulance. 

“What I found so frustrating and 
heartbreaking was having to ex¬ 
plain to people who are left waiting 
that an ambulance is not on its way 
anytime soon. 

“We had a board in the office 
which showed the number of calls 
that were stacking up, waiting to be 
answered. 

“That could be someone who is 
having a cardiac arrest, just wait¬ 
ing to be answered and you are on 
the phone to someone who is not in 
a life-threatening situation.” 

Aside from pumping more money 
and resources into the ambulance 
trust, which she said ‘is doing its 
absolute best’, Ms Frederick be¬ 
lieves that people need to know 
when they should be calling 999 and 
non-emergency 111. 

She said: “We will get calls where 
someone has cut their finger or 
hand quite badly. 


“They want a paramedic to come 
out to see it but paramedics are not 
able to treat and close wounds. 

“People need to realise that some¬ 
times calling 999 might not be the 
best solution for them.” 

Ms Frederick, who has helped to 
deliver nine babies over the phone, 
also criticised NHS England’s plans 
to scrap current ambulance re¬ 
sponse targets. 

The new classification would see 
only eight per cent of calls defined 
as life-threatening - including 
when a person is not breathing or 
their heart has stopped. 


It was revealed last week that 
stroke patients could be waiting up 
to 40 minutes for an ambulance fol¬ 
lowing the overhaul. 

She added: “My worry is, when we 
dealt with calls that were classed as 
non life-threatening, ambulances 
would quite often be diverted from 
their call to life-threatening calls 
that would come in. 

“Would this happen to stroke and 
heart patients who will no longer 
be in the life-threatening category? 
[under the new classification] 

“Will an ambulance be on its way 
and then be suddenly diverted else¬ 


where? I worry this will be detri¬ 
mental for patients.” 

SCAS provides emergency care 
for four million people in Oxford¬ 
shire, Berkshire, Buckinghamshire 
and Hampshire, covering about 
3,554 square miles. 

Trust spokeswoman Michelle 
Archer said SCAS has a demand 
management process in place that 
is activated when the service is un¬ 
der pressure. 

She said: “All calls are assessed 
using NHS Pathways and all high 
risk patients such as those requir¬ 
ing specialist advice from call han¬ 


dlers, for example CPR advice or 
child birth instructions, are man¬ 
aged as normal irrespective of de¬ 
mand levels. 

“Only low acuity calls requiring 
routine advice are shortened and 
the call handlers explain to these 
callers that they will not remain on 
the line and need to take the next 
999 call. 

“This ensures that those callers 
waiting to be answered are dealt 
with as quickly as possible to re¬ 
duce the risk for those waiting who 
could be in a life-threatening situa¬ 
tion.”

THE BIG SICK (15, 120 mins)

JUST when it seemed that heartfelt 
romantic comedies might be in 
terminal decline and doomed 
to labour on life support, along 
comes director Michael Showalter's 
uplifting and bittersweet tale of 
cross-cultural love. 

Based on the real-life courtship of 
Pakistani-American stand-up 
comedian Kumail Nanjiani and his 
wife Emily V Gordon, who co-wrote 
the script. The Big Sick is a small, 
perfectly formed gem, which is 
polished to a dazzling glister by a 
superb ensemble cast. 

Nanjiani plays himself to deadpan 
perfection and he catalyses molten 
screen chemistry with co-star Zoe 
Kazan. 

Their fledgling romance is 
sketched in delicate strokes and 
when this amour fou hits an 
almighty speed bump that compels 
Emily to tearfully confide, "You 
make me sad inside my heart," we 
are devastated like her paramour. 

The two-hour running time allows 
Nanjiani and Kazan to populate 
each unfussy frame with flawed, 
believable and endearing 
characters, who don't always know 
what to say to ease the pain of the 
people they adore. 

Trickles of saltwater tears are 
mopped up with swathes of sincere, 
warm-hearted humour. If laughter 
is the best medicine then a spoonful 
of Showalter's film is a tonic that 
leaves the sweetest feeling. 

The Big Sick wears its easily broken 
heart on its sleeve and elicits roaring 
belly laughs from the central duo's 
predicament. Director Showalter 
nimbly sidesteps genre cliches, 
allowing the pithy and occasionally 
withering words to speak louder 
than his actions.

SUGAR and spice and all things 
nice - that's not what the girls in 
director Malcolm D Lee's raucous 
comedy are made of. 

Indeed, the central quartet of fun- 
loving forty-somethings are more 
likely to smear the ingredients of 
the 19th century nursery rhyme over 
their naked body parts, or chug 
them down with absinthe. 

Girls Trip performs a brazen 
gender-flip on The Hangover and 
dispenses four friends to New 
Orleans to make embarrassing 
memories they can laugh about for 
the rest of their lives. 

Scriptwriters Kenya Harris and 
Tracy Oliver don't spare the 
characters' blushes, including one 
delirious sequence involving a 
deluge of bodily fluids that gives 
new meaning to raining on 
someone's parade. 

The ace in the film's hole is 
comedian Tiffany Haddish, who 
blows all of her co-stars off the 
screen with a virtuoso performance 
reminiscent of Melissa McCarthy's 
scene-stealing turn in Bridesmaids. 

Hurricane Haddish wreaks 
maximum devastation when her 
party girl demonstrates how to 


satisfy a man by vigorously 
simulating the perfect technique 
using a banana and a holed out 
grapefruit. 

Somehow, Queen Latifah and 
Jada Pinkett Smith maintain poker 
faces in the eye of that particular 
storm. I was doubled up in exquisite 
hysteria, tears of joy streaming 
down my face. Girls Trip is a delirious 
guilty pleasure. 

Ryan (Regina Hall), Sasha 
(Latifah), Lisa (Pinkett Smith) and 
Dina (Haddish) are lifelong friends, 
whose busy schedules have kept 
them apart for five years. 

Lisa is recovering from a painful 
divorce from her cheating husband 
while journalist Sasha has 
abandoned her moral compass to 
pay the rent with a salacious 
celebrity gossip blog. 

Ryan and her husband, retired 
American football player Stewart 
Pierce (Mike Colter), are on the 
verge of polishing their brand to a 
lustre with a multimillion-dollar TV 
deal off the back of her best-selling 
book. You Can Have It All. 

Single mother Lisa has been chaste 
for too long in fun-loving Dina's 
eyes, so when a handsome student 
(Kofi Siriboe) takes an interest, the 
other girls encourage Lisa to enjoy a 
lusty fling. 

Lee's picture is an all-you-can-eat 
buffet of naughty but nice.

The Best Kind Of People by Zoe 

Whittall is published in hardback by 
Hodder & Stoughton, priced £16.99 
(ebook £7.99). 

CANADIAN novelist and poet Zoe 
Whittall's latest novel The Best Kind 
of People examines the painful 
aftershocks of a rape accusation. 

Set in the fictional wealthy town 
of Avalon Hills, Connecticut, life as 
they know it is turned upside down 
for the Woodbury family when 
father and popular science teacher, 
George Woodbury is accused of 
sexually assaulting multiple female 
students. 

Having saved the school from a 
shooting 10 years prior, the town 
are initially dumbfounded that their 
local hero could be capable of such 
heinous acts. But disbelief quickly 
transitions to hate. 

George's trauma nurse wife Joan 
receives daily public harassment and 
when their straight-A student 
daughter Sadie is abandoned by her 
friends and bullied, she rapidly 
descends into a lifestyle of casual 
sex and drug use. 

While we are never fully allowed 
into George's conscience, Whittall 


delves into the waspy minds of 
Joan, Sadie and various locals and, 
through their inner turmoil, 
George's true character is revealed 
drip by drip. 

Dealing with the issues of rape, 
school shootings, male rights 
activism and mass hysteria. The Best 
Kind Of People is, if nothing else, 
timely. 

Relevant, believable, but never 
feeling opportunistic, Whittall is 
somehow able to explore these 
unpleasant themes both boldly and 
with sensitivity. Engrossing, you will 
be left wondering just who George 
is, and indeed, who are you.

Don't Cry by Mary Gaitskill 
is published in paperback by 
Serpent's Tail, priced £8.99 
(ebook £4.31). 

THE best of the stories in this new 
collection of shorts, from the 
author of Veronica and Two Girls, 
Fat And Thin, are very, very good. 

The stand-out is The Arms And 
Legs Of The Lake, in which Gaitskill 
weaves a painfully intricate and 
absorbing drama from the 
perspectives of a group of strangers 


on a train journey to Syracuse, NY. 

Deftly, the narrative drifts in and 
out of the viewpoints of, among 
others, a damaged African- 
American Iraq war returnee, a 
middle-aged English teacher and 
peace activist, and Carter Brown, a 
World War II vet who can't seethe 
point of this more recent war. 

Intimate and unsparing, the 
control of perspective and acuity of 
insight give it the rich, satisfying feel 
of a novel. 

In another story. College Town, 
1980, we meet a group of shiftless 
flatmates adrift at the start of the 
Reagan era; the desultory vibe 
contrasts with the pitiless 
penetration of the observations, 
just as the characters' debates 
about personal power ring hollow 
in their world of endless coffee jags 
and petty vendettas. 

Some of the other stories are 
more conceptual in nature. But 
these work less well, especially 
when contrasted with the ruthless 
intimacy, wonderful control of 
viewpoint and psychological depth 
achieved by the others.

MORE children across Ox¬ 
fordshire are being left home 
alone, a child protection char¬ 
ity says, issuing a warning to 
parents as the summer holi¬ 
days begin. 

The NSPCC says it has referred 
an ‘increasing number of cases’ to 
the police and children’s services 
in the country after receiving calls 
and emails from members of the 
public worried about children left 
to fend for themselves. 

As the school summer break 
starts, the children’s charity has 
revealed that specialist counsel¬ 
lors on its 24-hour helpline made 
35 referrals to the authorities in 
Oxfordshire during last year fi¬ 
nancial year - up from 33 referrals 
the year before. 

There were also 11 calls and 
emails from people in the county 
seeking advice about children be¬ 
ing left home alone. 

Worried callers to the NSPCC 
Helpline have reported children 
being left alone overnight and 
young children left to feed them¬ 
selves and use dangerous kitchen 
equipment. 

One caller who phoned the NSP¬ 
CC Helpline said: “They’re leaving 
the kids alone at all hours of the

day, from early in the morning un¬ 
til late at night. 

“They have to fend for them¬ 
selves and make their own meals 
and use the cooker and other dan¬ 
gerous kitchen equipment. 

“When I go around to check on 
them they pretend that their 
mum is in the house, but I don’t 


believe she is. I never see her.” 

Although the law does not give 
a minimum age at which children 
can be left on their own, parents 
and carers can be prosecuted for 
neglect if children are put at risk 
of suffering or injury. 

The NSPCC is warning that al¬ 
though a child may seem responsi¬ 


ble enough to be left alone without 
supervision, parents and carers 
should think carefully whether 
they would be able to cope with 
unexpected situations such as an 
emergency, a stranger calling at 
the house, or being hungry. 

The NSPCC is urging parents to 
read its home alone guide which 
includes questions they should 
ask themselves and their children 
before deciding to leave a child un¬ 
supervised. 

Chief Executive Peter Wanless 
said: “Deciding if a child is ready 
to be left on their own can be a very 
difficult decision and the summer 
holidays can be a difficult time for 
parents and carers as they face in¬ 
creasing childcare pressures. 

“Although there is no minimum 
age, no child should be left on their 
own if there is any risk they will 
come to harm. 

“Children mature at their own 
rate so it’s really important par¬ 
ents think carefully about what is 
right for their child. 

“Children shouldn’t be left on 
their own if they are not happy 
with being left, or if they don’t 
know what to do in an emergency.” 

To help parents and carers who 
may be considering whether or 
not to leave their child on their 
own for the first time this summer, 
the NSPCC is issuing guidance on 
leaving children home alone on its 
website. 


Police wait over 
funding formula 

NO DECISIONS have been made on the 
amount of money Thames Valley Police will 
receive from the Government after concerns 
were raised the force could lose out in 
compared to others policing major cities. 

Anthony Stansfeld, the police and crime 
commissioner for Thames Valley, does not 
think the force will miss out on cash in a 
reformed funding formula, but admitted he 
expects bigger cities to receive up to £100m 
more. 

He said the force could recruit up to 2,000 
officers if it was given the same funding as 
forces which police cities such as Liverpool 
and Birmingham are expected to receive in 
the new police grant. 

But the Home Office said a decision on the 
formula was yet to be made. 

A spokeswoman said: "The Government is 
undertaking a period of detailed 
engagement with policing partners and 
independent experts on the police funding 
formula. Proposals will not be implemented 
without a public consultation." 

Mr Stansfeld said he understood why big 
cities were handed more cash, especially in 
the wake of recent terror attacks. 

Funding reforms were ordered due to 
statistical errors in grants in November 2015. 

Fall shuts M40 

THE M40 was closed in both directions after 
a woman fell from a bridge near Banbury. 

Roads Policing officers shut the 
carriageway at junction 11 while the 
emergency services were called to the scene 
at about 1.40pm on Thursday. 

South Central Ambulance Service 
spokesman David Gallagher said: "A caller 
reported an adult female had fallen from a 
bridge over the M40 and possibly been 
struck by a car." 

He added she was taken to hospital in a 
serious but stable condition.
